It is in vain to deny 
what is patent lo any Careful and conscien- 
tious reader who will set himself to compare 
one passnga of Scripture history with ano- 
ther. And I must say I hud supposed Ihero 
were very few in Ihe present day, except iu a 
very narrow school ol theology, who would 
contest this point."

Tho 
Court was then adjourned lo December 10, 
when, on its ro-us-embliiig, the .Metropolitan 
announced judgment, depriving Bishop Co* 
lenso of Ilis see, unless on or before tho 4th of 
March next, 'he bishop shall tile a full, un 
conditional, and absolute retractation in 
writing of nil tho objectiriual extracts, in 
Loudon, or a liko rolractation by April 1G, 
in Capo Town. Dr. Week handed in a pro- 
test against tho legality of the proceedings 
anil validity of tha judgment, and gavo 
notice of appeal. The Bishop of Cape Town 
said he could not recognise any appeal except 
lo his tjrace tho Archbishop uf Canterbury, 
ami ho must require that appeal to be made 
within Sfleen days from thai time. I'he trial 
is reported at great length in tlu Cape pa- 
pers, tha Argus appropriating m it no fewer 
than 36 columns. A separate report of the 
proceedings lias also been published, which 
tills 405 paged 8ve.— Dispatch, 

Russian Prisons in Poland. — Mr. F. L. 
M. Anderson wriie.s to the Times in confirma- 
tion of the statements made by Messrs. Clark 
and Kirkbeck, in a letter m Iho treatment of 
political offenders in Poland, by tho Russians, 
and denying the truth ol a report published 
by .Mr. Martini. He says:—"] am ihe 
rJnglishnlail whom Mr. Clark and Mr. Biik- 
beck and ilieir companion succeeded in 
liberating from imprisonment a! Grodno last 
September. Of the circumstances of my 
arrejt and pretended trial 1 will not hero say 
more ilian lh" t tha nccomil which Ihey give 
ot tho falseness uf the charge against Count 
liisping and myself, und of tho unfair mode 
in whloh tho attempt was tnnfn to convict 
us. iaquile concct J oud I fully believe that 
but for tho interposition of these gentlemen, 
who alone enabled Lord Napier, our Am - 
bassador at St. Petersburg, lo exert himself 
immediately on my behalf, I should havo been 
at this moment passing a dreary winter with 
my friend iu ihe miserable fortress of Oren- 
burg, or doomed, perhaps, lo oven a severer 
sentence. Neither will I now dwell upon 
the cruel injustice with which tho officers 
who woro my judges refused my request lo 
communicate with my family or our Ambas- 
sador or Consul. Thu prison in which I was 
confined at Grodno fur four days was Iho best 
of Ihe three in that town, being roscrved for 
iho upper clas3 of political offcndois ; and, if 
this is thu best specimen, wdiat must tho 
others be? Tho building had been formerly 
a convent, and contained when ! was taken 
In it more than 41)0 prisoners, nmong whom 
woro several ladies. My cell was spacious 
enough, but, as ils single Window was high 
and boarded up, it had Mule light and still 
less means of ventilation. The floor was 
abominably filthy. My bed and mattress 
(stuffed with pig's bristles) swarmed with ver- 
min. On my petitioning lor clean sheets, they 

ro supplied, it is truo, but of the roughs*! 
und coarsest texture. My lood iho first night 
was black bread and greasy waler gruel of a 
mosl unsavory odour, which I was unable o 
taste, and which the next morning had be- 
oorrfe intolerable. The gruel was followed 
the next day hy Soup, quilt) col l with a piece 
of sodden meat. I did not cnler i ithur ol 
the prisons in Ihe town, but from Iho infor- 
mation uf tho piisonera in one of them, 
I learnt, and havo no reasjn to doubt 
the veracity of my informants! that no sepa- 
rate rooms or beds weio allowed in any pan 
ol the building; lhal straw, Indeed, was given 
to tho inmates to lie upon, but that they 
woro all huddled together like pigs in u styo, 
and that no egress ovon for tho shortest time 
was allowed for nny purpose to any ono 
During tho wholn ol my suven months' re- 
sidoncn iu Russian Poland I naver once 
heard of atrocities coutmitlod (ns Martini 
says) 'by the P.ilos on peaceful people,' al- 
though I have conversed frequently wilh 
Russian officers a- nut ihe instil rection. As 
to the nssertion hy Martini that ho received 
no complaints of ill trcatmeni, I answer that 
no Pole duiEt complain; that I no sentence of 
unjust judgmont would speedily lolluw any 
o.Kptcssion of complaint, und that tho only 
hopu of escape from furlhor wrong is lo en- 
dure tho suffering in eilerioo."
